Pride Does fiot Make a Prince- 
Grandeur of the C. P. R. Scenery— A 
Dear Story— In the Bug-gage Car. 

Royalty at home, or when not obliged 
to "pose" for the benefit of an awe-struck 
and admiring public, is very uinch like 
the ordinary run of humanity. At least 
that is the opinion of The -Colonist's 
special correspondent who accompanied 
the "Queen's special" oust\ v ard from Van- 
couver. The passage of U.K. H. through 
the mountains, and that wonderful, richly 
diversified country lying between tlio ter- 
minus and Banff, was unmarked by any 
special feature, save and except the oft 
expressed fear of Major-General Sir John 
C. McNeill that some energetic reporter 
would get aboard. 

The perfection of tho arrangements 
made by tho CP. R. for tho royal 
travelers was apparent as soon as the 
train was started on its trans-continental 
run. Their coaches were the finest on 
wheels; their dining room, in charge of 
the Canadian Pacific veterans, French 
and Vaughn, epicurean palaces; and 
section men were patrolling tho track all 
the way along, in advance of the train to 
see that all was clear. Regulars of all 
descriptions wuie side - tracked, and 
everything else that could bo was 
done to expedite and render more en- 
joyable the tour of their Highnesses. 

Both the Duke and Duchess were as 
enthusiastic over the changing scenes en 
route ns the most ardent lover of tho C. 
P. R. wonders could desire. The great 
Eraser, winding, twisting, whirling be- 
tween its mountain banks, so absorbed 
the attention of the party that the train 
was run at a snail-like pace through the 
mighty canyon, while tho various features 
of interest — tho Indian graves, the racks 
for drying the river harvest, the Chinese 
gold seekers, tho giant, forests and the old 
Cariboo rosd, winding, now down, now 
up, half way betweon the river and the 
sky — were duly noted and discussed.

county last night, accompanied with light- 
ning and thunder. During tho continuance 
of the storm lightning struck the John 
Charles block in Lucas, six miles e»3t of 
this city, about ,'i o'clock this morning. The 
block was occupied by a hardware und 
general merchandise store. The block took 
lire from the stroke and was entirely con- 
sumed, together with two dwellings adjoin- 
ing.

The 
bodies of John .Smith und Jeror.lah Jones 
were mangled und mutilated beyond recog- 
nition, and about twenty-live persons in all 
were more or less injured. The killed uro 
John Smith, aged 54, who leaves a wife und 
family, and Jeremiah Jones, aged 50, who 
also leaves a wife and family. The 
seriously injured are Joseph Raima, 
cut on the forehead and hand, 
F. Russell, severe cut over the left 
eye; John Gallagher, leg severely bruised by 
falling from a ladder; F. Meyers, badly hurt 
by being struck by Hying bricks. Of the 
remaining persons injured none are con- 
sidered to be seriously hurt. Physicians 
were quickly summoned, who attended the 
injured. The report of the explosion was 
heard live miles distant, and the shock was 
so great that nearly all the windows in the 
village were broken. The lire department 
of this city was called on for assistance, and 
the fire apparatus was put in a special 
train, but before they could start word 
reached them that the tire was under 
control. 

The Anarchist* Again. 

Chicago, May 25.— The night of May 

24, 1H8U, the date of the anarchist riot, was 
called to mind this morning with startling 
vividness by the discovery of unmistak- 
able truces of an attempt to blow up the 
Hayinurkct monument and surrounding 
buildings with a gigantic charge of dyna- 
mite. A policeman was passing the 
monument and saw at its base 
what appeared to be a roll of 
black cloth, tied with a small piece 
of rope. He picked it up and the supposed 
rope crumbled to pieces in his lingers as 
though charred by tire. Tied upon the 
piece of black cloth was a tin can about 
lour inches in diameter. The vessel was 
evidently full of some substance and weighed 
about ten pounds. Several pieces of burned 
fuse were found lying beside it. The lute 
was in 'a dozen pieces and had evidently 
been soaked in kerosene. 

(Jn the steps approaching the base of 
th-i statue was found an uulighted piece of 
fuse, to one end of which was attached' 
a small fulminating cap. This when 
tried with fire, flashed readily. The charge

London, May 25.— The German govern- 
ment has asked the reichstug for a further 
vote of 55,000,000 for military purposes. 
The uses to which this money is to be op- 
plied explain the importance and magnitude 
of the army bill now pending, which does 
not appear at a first glance. In the first 
place the money is to be applied to the 
creation of seventy new field batteries, that 
is an addition of 420 guns to the field army. 
Second, to the increase and estab- 
lishment of infantry and cavalry regi- 
ments, especially those of the army 
corps quartered on the Russian and 
French frontiers; and, thirdly, the for- 
mation of a new Bavarian division. The 
increase of artillery is intelligible enough. 
The German field army has :i(i4 batteries, 
against the French 105 and the Russian 424, 
The present addition will give the Germans 
4.'!4, which is more on a level with the 
figures of their neighbors. The exact dis- 
tribution of the new batteries is not known. 
The old organization gave to each infantry 
division a field artillery regiment, composed 
of two brigade divisions of four batteries. 
Two years ago this system was revised by 
one in which the regiment consists of three 
brigade divisions of three batteries 
each. This would have given each 
division an extra buttery of six gnus, 
but it was carried out only in alternate 
regiments. It will now doubtless be ex- 
tended to all regiments. According to a 
rough division the German army corps will, 
in the future, go into uction with some- 
thing like 130 guns instead of f)6, so long 
the normal number. 'The artillery will be 
one-third mure numerous than during the 
last war, and the effect expected from each 
gun is at least double what it used to be. 
The New Bavarian division means an addi- 
tion of 12,000 infantry to the lighting force. 
The increase of the frontier corps seem to 
mean that those corps are to be permanent- 
ly on a war footing. As to cavalry, the 
statement is not quite intelligible. Seeing 
that for a long time past both Germany 
and France have kept a large part of their 
cavalry at war strength and ready to push 
it up to or acuoss the frontier within a 
given number of hours from an order to 



has been adopted so largely, there has luiver 
bneii a single case of compensation of either 
brewers or liquor sellers for tho suppression 
of their trade."

In 
addition to this powerful feeling which 
niuinly affects the pocketbook. tho temper- 
ance sentiment of the country is aroused 
as it never was before. From all parts of 
Great Britain protests are coming from 
temperance organizations, and even the 
Church of England Tcnioeranco Society, 
the most conservative of those bodies, is 
demanding that such men as Archdeacon 
Farrar, Canon Wilherforce and Canon Bar- 
ker make themselves heard in an assault on 
the compensation clause of the license bill. 
This is attacking the government in the 
house of its friend, for the Church of Eng- 
land is a pillar of the Conservative party.

Tho spring meeting of the Victoria. 
Jockey club was a financial success, as 
could be easily inferred from the hirye 
attendance. There was considerable 
work in connection with the meeting, 
tho brunt of which fell on tho shoulders 
of Mr. D. E. Campbell, the secretary, who- 
has been indefatigable in his efforts to 
bring the event to a successful issue. 
Several members of the committee have 
also proved themselves energetic workers. 
While tho club is to be congratulated ou 
the happy inauguration of their piincipal 
meeting, several occurrences transpired 
dur ng the progress of the races which, 
it is trusted, will be absent at future 
meetings. It cannot be said that all the 
judges were chosen for their knowledge 
of racing matters, for on the first day the 
most glaring ignorance of the etiquette, 
routine and privileges that should exist 
at a horse race was apparent. 

It is usual at racing events, where any 
knowledge of proper management of tho 
same exists, to have accommodation for 
members of the press, for a great deal of 
the success and fair dealing ut a race is 
due to the newspapers. This accommo- 
dation, for good reason, was not pro- 
vided at tho driving park, but it was ex- 
pected that reporters would be, as usual, 
admitted to tho judges' stand, 
so that they might acquire tho- 
necessary information concerning the- 
races and decisions. When tho re- 
porter presented himself ho was insolent- 
ly told that ho could not remain there. 
He protested, but after a throat and some 
vulgar remarks from one of the com- 
mittee, who seems to be lacking iii com- 
mon courtesy and troubled with a great 
deal of empty conceit, he loft tho stand. 
One or two of the better informed officers 
present also protested against the treat- 
ment accorded the reporter, and finally 
he was informed that if he desired he 
could occupy a place. On tho second 
day, owing to the courtesy of the secre- 
tary, the press was accorded every facility 
for obtaining a report of the race. 

It is the rulo where proper facilities 
are provided that judges are not inter- 
fered with by liny individual, and quito 
rightly too, for they have to consider 
protests and make important decisions.

MyO-SOwtw 
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ACROSS THE KARROO. 



We had already journeyed seven days 
trom Capetown, passing through the 
pretty villages of Paarl and Ceros, with 
Jie vineyards and maize fields, and had 
now reached the edge of tho desert known 
us the Karroo. Tho sito in marked on 
she map of South Africa as beginning 
beyond tho range of tho groat Zwarto 
Black mountains). 

Tho entrance to tho Karroo is through 
» small gorge About a quarter of a mile 
long and twenty yards wide, with abrupt 
walls of stone on either side, which seems 
to indicate that at some former period a 
stream of water had passed out through 
this gorge from a lake whose bed is now 
an arid desert. Tho distance across tho 
desert to tho point we wished to reach 
was 100 miles, which wo wished to ac- 
complish in three days. It was neces- 
sary to be careful of our horses, know- 
ing there was no water on the journey 
for them. Wo hoped to do forty miles 
the first day, and thirty miles each day 
of tho two following. We entered tho 
Karroo Poort (Karroo Gate) at sunrise, 
and set out on our hazardous journey. 

I should stato that wo had stopped over 
night at a last farmhouse near the Poort, 
to give our horses rest and a good feed, 
and to supply ourselves with forage for 
them and water for ourselves, tilling 
every available vessel with tho precious 
fluid. Our conveyance was a light 
though strongly built cape cart, on oc- 
casion covered with a canvas hood to 
protect us from the sun's rays, and there 
were four of us. No one can set out 
upon a desert journey without mingled 
emotions of hope and fear, there are so 
many contingencies lying along those 
weary roads, and roads rendered more 
desolate by the bleaching bones of dead 
animals — for often the willing beasts, 
the horses and oxen, fall with fatigue, 
and see with dying gaze tho keen eyed 
vultures swooping from afar. 

As we entered the desert it spread be- 
fore us on every side liko a boundless 
brown sea, silent, solitary and vast. As 
the sun rose into the sky tho warmth bo- 
. came intense, and when by midday we 
halted we could see tho heat rising from 
the scorched plains in the wavy columns 
like golden flames. There is no greater 
alleviator of thrist than cold tea, and no 
safer stimulant in a torrid land. While 
the horses were being unharnessed and 
fed .Meadows and I prepared our midday 
meal. In three hours wo broke up camp, 
and went on again until tho day was 
nearlv done — a day that had passed fairly 
well. 

Thero was neither treo nor mountain 
in sight; nothing to break the level mo- 
notony that stretched as far as the eye 
could see. We encamped for the night 
in the midst of this swelling loneliness, 
and then perhaps for the first time began 
to feel its power. We spent tho last hour 
before sundown in cutting and gathering 
a quantity of brushwood (Karroo shrub, 
the only thing that grows upon theso 
plains) to feed a necessary fire to protect 
us from the wolves and jackals which 
scour tho desert in packs. 

After supper wo put away our tin 
dishes, replenished our big fire, wrapped 
ourselves in our rugs, and lay down with 
our weapons by our sides and our feet to 
the fire. 

Adolph and Wilhehu Moritz, happy 
Dutchmen, were soon asleep; Meadows 
and I lay chatting for some time, then 
relapsed into quietness, the deep and 
strange silence that surrounded us bro- 
ken only by the stir of the horses tied to 
the wagon pole. Tho singular sensation 
of lying in this noiseless desert drove 
sleep from my eyes, and I lay awake a 
long time after George Meadows had 
fallen asleep. Suddenly there came into 
the dead silence a long, sharp, piercing 
cry, answered by another in tho opposite 
direction, equally distant; theso wero 
the cries of jackals. 

Then came the bark of a wolf, answered 
by a chorus, and Meadows suddenly roso 
into a sitting position. "The brutes are 
coming!'' be exclaimed. Instantly a hun- 
dred throats seemed to bo baying into 
the darkness, drawing nearer and nearer, 
until wo could see, surrounding us liko a 
circle of fire, the scintillation of red eyes. 
The scene was now become one of start- 
ling reality — all about us the dense dark- 
ness, lighted only, and in a manner made 
more perceptible, by the rays of the 
glowing brushwood embers; in all direc- 
tions about us the glare of shining eyes, 
and now the brutes came so near that we 
could bear tho angry snarls and the 
snapping of their jaws. 

George Meadows rose and threw fresh 
fuel on tho fire; the flame that crackled 
and flashed up brought into view the 
Bhaggy forms of the gray wolves, tho 
Striped hyenas, behind them, again, the 
jackals; and i lit.- horses, realizing that 
their deadly enemies were close at hand, 
gave low whinnies, as though calling 
upon us for protection. Tho Moritz 
brothers were up, ami, together with 
ourselves, opened fire upon tho animals, 
shooting at the shifting masses where 
they seemed thickest, answered by howls 
and cries of rage as our bullets tore their 
way into tho restless groups. For an 
houror more tho animals skulked around; 
but, as we kept our brushwood fire in 
good condition, they finally gave up 
what wo feared was a premeditated at- 
tack, and stole away. And then we 
rested and knew no more till the chilly 
dawn awoke us, when a fresh misfortune 
awaited us. 

In tho confusion of the night beforo a 
wooden canteen, filled with water, had 
been kicked over, tho bung started and 
much of the contents lost. While the 
horses were being fed and "inspmined," 
Meadows made coffee, and then, greatly 
refreshed, we set out before the sun was 
up, journeying still deeper into tho des- 
ert. Our drive was a dreary pull. Onco 
we passed close to where a flock of vul- 
tures were feeding on tho carcass of 
Bomo animal that had wandered oil' tho 
road to die. Our track was lined with 
whitened bones. After we had halted 
for an hour's rest and a hurried break- 
fast, wo went on again, and should have 
been in good spirits enough had no* 
our horses, inured as they were, begun 
to show unmistakable signs of the fatigue 
that follows a lack of water. 
We ourselves had not too much to sat- 



isfy tho needs of four men, and we de- 
termined to put ourselves on short al- 
lowance since the mishap of the night 
before. After tho midday "outspnn" 
our late afternoon journey was enlivened 
by a singular display of thieving bold- 
ness. We were slowly "trekking" along, 
the two drivers of our four in hand team 
seated on tho front seat, Meadows and I 
on the seat behind half asleep, tho cur- 
tain at the end of tho wagon rolled up a 
few inches to permit a draught to pass 
through, when all at once we heard a 
scuffling kind of spring and scratching 
at the tailboard, and looking round we 
caught tho glimpse of tho nose of a jack- 
al as it disappeared from sight. The rea- 
son was obvious. Lashed against tho 
back of the wagon outside was a sack of 
dried salt fish, the odor of which had at- 
tracted the sharp scouted thieves, and 
which tho brutes wero endeavoring to 
Steal, and finally succeeded in doing so 
by biting off the lashings. 

Moritz would not stop tho horses, but 
whipped them up afresh, saying: "Let 
them have it." George and I, however, 
used our revolvers, leaving many of them 
dead in tho road behind; but, having se- 
cured tho fish, they seemed satisfied, as 
we could see them in tho distance fighting 
and tearing at each other over tho booty. 

Night came and all was quiet when wo 
outspanned at tho close of the day, our 
bed against tho hot sands and our cover- 
ing the dim vault above, studded with 
stars that looked liko points of burnished 
silver stretching far away. 

Our third and last day's journey was a 
most trying one, during which wo fully 
realized what desert traveling may be- 
come. Wo had exhausted our last drop 
of water tho night before, and wo awoke 
with a thirst that seemed then unbear- 
able; but beforo the day was over we 
learned that our morning thirst was but 
a trifling affair. Everything was inten- 
sified oi« thatday; tho sun seemed fiercer, 
tho heat greater, the desert drier and the 
sky moro defiant; in fact, wo seemed to 
bo journeying deeper and deeper into a 
furnace whose fires forbade a further 
approach, and when wo halted for tho 
noonday rest both man and beast wero 
utterly exhausted. 

No one who has not crossed a desert 
can possibly imagine the fearful condi- 
tion to which a want of water reduces 
him; tho food is swallowed with diffi- 
culty, and tho system is faint with fover, 
while the knowledge of its absence does 
but heighten the craving of the body for 
its cool refreshment. After our rest we 
set out again, and the time slipped by in 
silence. Later, looking up, I saw some- 
thing, and turned and said to Meadows: 

"Thank God! there is water ahead. 
See, there is a lake a fow miles off." 

"A lake!" exclaimed Moiitz. "Don't 
you know what that is?" 

"What is it, if not a lake?" demanded 
Meadows. 

"A mirage— and nothing else," said 
the elder Moritz. 

"A mirage!" I cried. "Why, I can seo 
tho water: there are tho reflections of 
the trees and deer drinking." 

"You'll seo what'll becomo of your 
lake, mynheer, and yo+r trees and your 
deer, as we go," he replied with a 6hort 
laugh. "Not you'll see no water till 
we're out of tho Karroo and at Verbeck's 
farm." 

Far away overhead in tho brazen sky 
was a singlo vulture that made ono dizzy 
to look at. An hour later tho stumbling 
horses suddenly pricked up their ears, 
and tho leaders neighed. 

"Thero is water," said Moritz-, in an 
undoi-tono of surprise. "You may de- 
ceive a man, but you can't deceive a 
horse." 

Truo enough, in a short time we camo 
up to a nearly dried pool of filthy water, 
little moro than mud, as thick as por- 
ridge and a3 brown as chocolate, towards 
which the horses rushed with new en- 
ergy. It was a cruel act, but wo pulled 
up suddenly, and Adolph and his brother 
leaped to tho ground and held them back 
while Meadows and I ran forward and 
scooped up the liquid and strained it 
through a handkerchief until we had col- 
lected a large kettlefuL Then wo out- 
spanned and let tho horses go, and stood 
and watched them as they eagerly licked 
up the muddy compound. One may ask 
how it was this little pool should bo in 
the road tracks of the desert, where, 
as far as we knew, no rain bad 
fallen. I cannot tell: I only know 
that it was there and that it saved 
our lives. A fire was made, and tho 
kettle sot on it; we knew we had tho 
water and could wait. It was boiled, 
to free it from impurities and germs it 
might contain, and then, when properly 
heated, we again strained it through a 
handkerchief, afterward pouring it all 
into a porous pitcher we had with us, 
and, incasing that again with a strip of 
wet flannel, we placed the pitcher in tho 
sun, where the evaporation of the steam- 
ing flannel cooled tho water inside to a 
delicious freshness, though it could not 
improve tho flavor. 

Wo drank a large cupful each — it was 
tho color of polished mahogany — and put 
the rest into the wagon, slaking our thirst 
as wo drove on. Just before tho sun set, 
a globe of crimson fire in an empty, 
quivering sky, we saw beforo us, touched 
with his last beams, a distant fringo of 
trees, and we knew we were n earing our 
journey's end, for Verbeck's farm lay be- 
hind that distant foliage. Our last meal 
was eaten on the desert, our last, rest 
taken till the moon was up, and then on 
again we "trekked" through a silent 
world. 

At midnight of that samo day wo 
walked our weary horses up to the farm 
gate, and were met by the hospital farmer 
Verbeck and his family, heralded by tho 
troop of dogs that are invariably to be 
found hanging about the Dutch farm 
houses. Our journey across the Karroo 
was accomplished and we had reached 
the farm of mooifontein (beautiful wa- 
ter). Behind tho white walled house 
and shaded trees ran a small river to 
which wo led tho horses before taking 
them to the barn; and later, over an im- 
promptu supper, wo told Verbeck the 
latest news from the civilized world, 
and slept that i>ight,witli a grateful sense 
of perils overcome, air into the morning 
light of tho following day.— Illustrated 
London News.

THK OPPOSITION PLATFORM, 
A XI) THK ' ' Ml NERA L A GT. " 

In attempting, the other evening, to do- 
tine an Opposition platform, the speaker of 
that faction left out hia most important 
plunk, — that of deceit. 

That deception is its principal weapon of 
warfare, has been demonstrated over and 
over again. A notable instance of this, oc- 
curs in last evening's organ, under the 
heading of " The Government's Impost up- 
on Miners." The Opposition organ in 
this article, tries to lie wise, after the event, 
and denounces the lax of $10,5 imposed by 
tile Legislature, for the purpose of securing 
to the claim holder the title in fee simple to 
his claim. It omits, however, to state the 
fact, that not one word of remonstrance, or 
opposition was raised to this measure in the 
House of Assembly. Its assurance that 
it was pointed out at the time of the 
passage of tho hill that the law was against 
the prospector is like most of its other 
■statements, an absolute untruth, and a 
statement which the organ can ransack in 
vain, either in its own reports or that of 
any other journal in the province, to verily. 

The tax of §105, as was explained at the 
time, was imposed, not with tho view 
of any profit to this government, but 
simply and solely to meet the 
payment co the Dominion Government, 
as owners of the freehold for the surface 
rights. Although, according to law, it was 
a tax — yet its sole object was to protect the 
mine owner in the holding of his claim — it 
having been arranged between the Domin- 
ion mid the Province that the taker should 
have the preferential right of acquiring all 
mineral land at $."> per acre. 

After misquoting the sections of 
the act, so us to entirely de- 
stroy their sense, the organ, in an en- 
deavor to mislead, makes the unqualified 
assertion that the Ordor-in-Cotmeil reliev- 
ing from the obligation to pay the §105 im- 
post is illegal, and that any record made, in 
absence of the payment, is, notwithstand- 
ing the Order-in-Council, void, and the 
claim liable to- be jumpe'l by any one who 
pays the §105. 

No doubt the organ, for the sake of limit- 
ing a point, at election time, against the 
Government, wishes 'hat such was (he ease 
— but, unfortunately for its desire, the law 
has been too closely followed, and is too 
explicit to admit of any question. Section 
47 of the Revenue Act, providing that : 

"The Lieutenant-Governor, whenever he 
deems it rigid, and conducive to the public 
good, may remit any tax, * * imposed 
or authorized to be imposed by any act of 
the Provincial Legislature * " and such 
remission may be made by any general reg- 
ulation, or by any special order, in any 
particular case, and may be total or partial, 
.unconditional, or condition il." 

Thus it will be seen that in relieving of 
the obligation to pay the .SKI") impost, the 
Government acted strictly within its legal 
powers, but at the Bame time, by the bone- 
licient provisions of the act, the 
claim holder who is able to pay 
for the surface of 'JO acres or so of his 
claim, may acquire the freehold under the 
arrangements between the two govern- 
ments. 

It is difficult to see how any provision 
meeting, as it does, the cases both of the 
miner with money and t he one without it, 
could have been arrived at. 



tuko in the first pluoe. Tho section 
of the Mineral Act which in opera- 
tion would hear so hard on the miners, 
passed through the Legislature without note 
or comment. The fact, is everybody thought 
that everything was all right, and that the 
section was required to put in forco the 
arrangement that had been made by the two 
Governments with respect to the administra- 
tion of the. minerals in the Railway Bolt. 
We venture to say that the Leader of the 
Opposition was us much surprised as the 
Leader of tho Government to find that the 
law was so very disadvantageous to the 
miner's prosperity on lunds owned, by 
the Dominion. What the Government 
could do to remedy the oversight, was done 
at the earliest moment possible, As soon 
as thi! Premier returned to town he did 
what was necessary to remove thu evil com- 
plained of. He d.id not. wait for the mail 
to advise the Gold Commissioner that the 

tax had been removed. lie immediately 
sent tho following telegram to that olticiul: 

Victoria, B. C.,May 17, 1890. 
To G. C. Tunstall, 

( told Commissioner. 
"Obnoxious mining record tax set aside. 
You will now record claims as formerly, un- 
der section -15 of old Mineral Act. Instruc- 
tions by mail. John RoiiSON." 

On the same day the following letter of 
instruction was sent to Rovclstoke by mail: 
"Victobia, 1 7th May, 1S0O. 
Slit: — I have the honor to inform you 
that by authority of an Orderin-C'nuucil, 
approved oil the Kith instant by His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor, the tax of §10.") 
under section 1 of the Mineral Act Amend- 
ment Act, 1890, imposed on the claimant of 
any claim, located or applied for under sec- 
tion 7."> of tho "Mineral Act," where such 
claim is situuted within that portion of the 
Province known as the Railway Kelt, has 
been remitted, and you are authorised as a 
Cold Commissioner having jurisdiction 
within the railway belt, to accept and make 
records of mineral claims without the said 
tax being actually paid. 

"This remission, however, does not in any 
way ufl'oct the stipulation contained in 
Sec. -Io of the "Mineral Act." 
I am, Sir,

Provincial Secretary and Minister of Mines. 
(!. C. Tinstai.i., 
Hold Commissioner,

Section 45 alluded to in the above letter 
reads as follows : 

" Every free miner, or company of free 
miners, may record his or their claim or set 
of claims in one record on payment of two 
dollars and tifty cents; ami every 'leave of 
absence' may contain all the interests ex- 
empted from representation. Two dollars 
and fifty cents shall be charged for such 
'leave of absence 1 and for any bill of sale or 
other document or matter recorded." 

It was impossible to be more prompt than 
this. No one really believes that the Gov- 
ernment or the Legislature intended to 
place the slightest unnecessary burden on 
the shoulders of the miner; and the Oppo- 
sition papers which now desire to make the 
electors think that they, from the first, dis- 
approved of the measure arc simply dis- 
honest. They are very wise indeed — after 
the tact. If they had been one-tenth as 
wise, as they would like the people to be- 
lieve that they are, when the hill was in its 
passage through the Legislature it would 
never have become law in its present shape. 
The Kooi.cnay miners are too shrewd not to 
see this, und they will, no doubt, give the 
Opposition fault-finders all the credit they 
deserve. 



QUICKLY REDRESSED. 

The Kootenay Star, commenting on the 
News-Advertiser's article, denouncing the 
Government for the mistake that had been 
made not by the Government only, but by 
the whole Legislature, with respect to the 
mineral lands in the railway belt, says : 

" Did tin: News-Advertiser raise any 
voice of warning against the bad con- 
sequences of this law before it was enacted? 
Did it not have an intelligent reporter at 
Victoria during the session'.' Neither did 
any other one of the metropolitan coast jour- 
nals, nor the leader of the Opposition, nor 
any other member of that party, say one 
word against the measure. Neither did 
those gentlemen who spent the winter at 
Victoria, and one might think from their 
manifestoes as a Victoria-Kootenay com- 
mittee, that they had the entire mining 
welfare of Kootenay district under their 
sole guardianship, discover the railway belt 
' iniquity,' until brought to light by the 
miners of Rovclstoke, and frankly admitted 
and promptly remedied by thu Premier."

TJIE FISHERIES QUESTIONS. 

One of the best statements we have seen 
of the Fisheries disputes between G real 
Britain ami [''ranee, and Great Britain and 
the United States, is an article on "North 
American Fisheries Disputes," by F. Heinr 
Geffcken, in the May number of the Fort- 
nightly Review. As the writer belongs to 
a nation which is wholly unconnected with 
the dispute, he may fairly lay claim to be 
impartial. He is not only impartial, but he 
has a thorough acquaintance with the sub- j 
ject. We know of no one paper in which an 
inquirer can get so full and so accurate an | 
account of the fisheries difficulties as he can 
in this article by Herr Geffcken. He gives 
his readers an admirable resume of 
the points of the Newloundland 
case. He says all that, is necessary to enable 
them to form an intelligent opinion on tho 
merits of that dispute. 

His history of the Canadian Fishery! 
Question is remarkably clear ami full. lb: . 
condenses in a few pages, the contents of I 
volumes of diplomatic correspondence and 
of parliamentary enquiries. He appears to 
have overlooked nothing. The decisions 
he comes to will, no doubt, be acquiesced in 
by British readers, for they are favorable to 
the contention of the British Government. 
It. could not, in fact, be otherwise, foi the 
right is so clearly on the British side, that 
even thu Americans do not seriously contend 
that (beat Britain's claims on the Eastern 
side of tho continent cannot he substantial I 
cd by international law and by the treaties i 
bet ween tin: two nations. 

The reviewer has mastered all the facts 
connected with the Behrings Sea dispute, 
and the conclusions at which he arrives 
agree with those to which all competent 
COIlte, no matter what their in- 
stating the case fully and 



coasts of that part of the Pacific, whilst the 
United States only possess the eastern 
coast, and tho western is formed by Kaict- 
chatka. The American position, is there- 
fore clearly untenable, and tho grievance 
that tho Victorian sealers pay no rent, and 
en n therefore undersell the Alaskan com- 
pany, is utterly irrevalent. Whoi is only 
more astonishing than this preposterous 
pretension is the patience (not to say the 
supineness) with which the British govern- 
ment bus allowed this grievance to remain 
unredressed over nearly three years; and it 
is very natural that such n shifty policy 
should be highly unacceptable to the colony 
which has Buffered from it, and it is plain 
that this question ought to ho decided at 
the same time with the fishery question," 

TEE IMBECILE OPPOSITION. 

The organ is not so stupid as it seems. 
It knows very well that wo did not devote 
one column, or one tenth part of a column, 
"to prove that the Leader ot the Opposition 
is to blame for the passage of tho royalty 
clause of the Railways Aid Act. " What we 
did devote a little space to was to show 
that the Opposition were so apathetic, so 
careless, or so thick-headed, that they al- 
lowed a bill which they now declare 
to be load to pass its second reading without 
a single objection or one word of criticism. 
An opposition that was worth its salt 
would not think of doing such a thing. To 
be half or wholly asleep when a very im- 
portant Government bill is passing through 
its most important stage, then when spurred 
up no doubt by indignant supporters, some 
days afterwards, to offer a weak and most 
ineffective opposition, and afterwards, when 
the bill has become law, to claim credit for 
having opposed it, is certainly tho crooked- 
est, the shabbiest, and the most cowardly 
course that an Opposition over pursued. 

We bliimo the Opposition for not doing 
what its organ now proves that it was its 
duty to do. We judge it by its own 
standard. Perhaps the Times will tell the 
public how often the Opposition divided the 
House on this Railways Aid Hill. 

Talk of tho opposition to that bill ! It 
was feebleness itself. If the Times want- 
ed to show that the Opposition, in the late 
House, was imbecile, it could not prove its 
position more clearly than it did in last 
night's issue. One would think, to read tho 
Times, that tho Hon. Mr. Heaven was n 
baby in the hands of the Attorney ( leneral, 
and that his live supporters had no choice 
than to do exactly as they were bidden by 
the Government.

THK RAILWAY AID BILL. 

The organ again tries to deceive by mak- 
ing it appear that the "Attorney General 
pushed it (the hill) to a second reading in 
spite of the protests of the Opposition."

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

A Visit to It After the Formal Opening— The 
Arrangements so Far as Completed- 

Yesterday, a Colonist reporter took a 
run up tn tho Royal Jubilee Hospital to 
bco to what extent mat- era had settled 
down to, what are expected to bo their 
ordinary conditions. Ho found that 
Steward Garland was absent, attending 
to the disposition of the goods and 
chattels of tho old establishment; but 
was at once taken hold of by Mrs. Garland, 
and shown through the length and 
breadth of the entiro establishment. On 
the right of the main entrance is the gov- 
ernors' room, which, so soon as the fur- 
niture arrives, will be comfortably sup- 
plied with Morocco seated oaken chairs. 
Opposite is a reception room; further on 
are tho quarters of the medical stall', and 
adjoining them is tlio dispensary. The 
main passage opens upon a series of cor- 
ridors leading to the different wings 
which form a convenient promenade tor 
patients who are unable to get out of 
doors. There are three public wards, each 
capable of accommodating sixteen beds, 
while on the ground Boor, and conveni- 
ently located, are about a dozen private 
rooms. The bedsteads in the wards aro 
partly in wood and partly of iron, hut 
the latter will eventually be distributed 
all over. Tho mattrasses are of hair, 
underneath being a straw palliasse. 

One of the wards is already full of 
convalescents, while in another there an 
ten pationt3. There are two public sit 
ting and dining rooms all comfortably 
furnished, and manifestly taken full ad 
vantage u£ by the patients, who were for 
the '. . ..j Lonig in possession. The nurses' 
kitchens and pantries are conveniently 
placed, and are well appointed, dumb 
waiters connecting them with the main 
kitchen in the basement. Tho bath and 
wash rooms accommodation is all that 
could bo wished for, a special feature be 
ing the facility with which, when re 
quired, fresh air can be flushed through 
them. There are three operating rooms, 
which will he supplied with all the latest 
requisites. There i.s a room for accident 
patients close by tho doctors' quarters 
who will there be on hand without any 
delay. One of the private rooms ha; 
been handsomely furnished by Mrs. Alex 
McLean and the app influents of another 
are the gift of Mr. Joshua Davies. Outside 
and in a separate building are wards for 
the accommodation of erysipelas and 
fever patients, who will thus be kept, 
separate from all the rest. Tho dining 
room for the staff is a handsome room. 
On the first flat, upstairs, are two double 
rooms and four single ones; but how 
these are to he disposed of has not yet 
been determined. There are .six con 
venient rooms on the third storey, with 
which communication is had by a dumb 
waiter. Below, in the basement, 
are the kitchen, pantry, store 
room and three furnace rooms. 
The former is lit'ed with a largo and 
improved range, tlie supply of crock- 
ery and table ware, part of which has al- 
ready arrived being large. The basement

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GIVEN UP AS LOST. 



An Atlantic Steamer Believed to Have 
Gone to the Bottom With 
All on Board. 



Posted Two weeks Ago at Lloyd's as 
Missing— Thought to Have 
Struck an Iceberg. 



New York, Aluy '2r>. — Tha steamer liays 
water, which sailed from New York on 
March 16 for Lisbon, is undoubtedly lost. 
She had a crew of thirty men, all of whom 
ure supposed to have gone to the bottom 
with the ill-fated vessel. It is thought that 
the steamer collided with an iceberg and 
went to pieces. She was posted two weeks 
ago by the Lloyds of London as missing. 

The Bayswater was commanded by Cap- 
tain Taylor. Sins was 1,0,19 tons not, 1,623 
gross and 1,522 tons under deck. She was 
built in 1SS0 at Sunderland, England, by J 
Blummor & Co., and was owned by Watts, 
Ward & Co., of London. She was a freight 
steamship and was built of iron throughout. 

At the local oflieo of tho company this 
morning, Mr. Epy, one of the firm, said : 
"The Bayswator is undoubtedly lost. You 
know there have been many good ships 
that sailed one line day from port and never 
turned up again, and their fates will never 
bo known. The Bayswater was worth in 
the neighborhood of §100,000. 1 suppose 
she was insured. We are only the agents, 
and, of course, do not know either what, 
she was worth, the amount of insurance or 
any of those little points. She had n crew 
of about thirty men in all, including the 
officers, sailors and stokers. I understand 
that the insurance on her cargo was paid 
some ten days ago. The Bayswater car- 
ried a cargo of 74,750 bushels of wheal, 
shipped by G. Amsiniek & Co., of this city. 
It was valued lit almost 8(15,000." 



CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

To THE Editor : — Miss Cameron's 
letters of Friday and to-day, arc to mo 
Bad proofs, how, oven a noble and 
chivalrous, nature may bo warped by an 
uvil system. Miss Cameron has no idea 
why the boy Burkholder was suddenly 
seized with a icbellious spirit, which 
could only bo exorcised by blows, each of 
which left a mark. 1 believe tho dullest 
boy in her class could explain the 
mystery to her, and, certainly, uu one 
who carefully reads hoc first letter, will 
be in any doubt about the matter. Burk- 
holder is a boy of 14 years of age, and, as 
Miss Cameron explains, has been four 
terms in the room, and so cannot he of 
brilliant parts intellectually. The boy was 
stupid, and, to shame him, he is told 
to learn his lesson from ihc smallest boy 
in the class. Naturally Burkholder re- 
sents this, and says he would soonar 
learn his lesson at home. And then 
comes the thrashing for disobedience. 
Has Miss Cameron no sympathy for the 
sensitiveness of a big boy, who is not 
only to be humbled by this act on the 
part of tho teacher, but to have the laugh 
of the class turned upon him for many a 
day through this method of instructing 
him ? It may seem a new and revolu- 
tionary doctrine, but L luld that a boy of 
fourteen has some rights which ought to 
bo respected, and that no case has yet been 
made out against him suflicient to justify 
blows, every one of which left its mark. 
1 may say here, that there are other boys 
in Miss " Cameron's class who wear her 
mark. In one case the blood appeared 
through the boy's trousers, and in an- 
other, tho mother tells me, the stocking 
was sticking in the wound. I have no 
doubt, these hoys deserved some punish- 
ment, but 1 refuse to believe that such 
blows with a rawhido were justified in 
either case. Miss Cameron says she must 
tako human nature as she finds it; but 
the question is, will any human nature 
bo left in boys in whoso minds there 
rankles the remembrance of cruel and 
unjust punishments? I am ex- 
tremely sorry to make these re- 
marks, but, as Miss Cameron 
refers to me in both her lettors, I feel 
bound to enter my protest (with all due 
respect) against her ideas of school dis- 
cipline. But, ns I said before, i did not 
know about the Burkholder case when I 
preached my sermon, and it will not do 
for Mr. Hayward to attempt to ride ofi 
the lield in triumph over the prostrate 
body of that unfortunate boy. Neither 
ho nor Mr. Erskino seem inclined to 
answer my Questions, so I will answer 
them myself. Mr. Hay Ward is aware 
that the teachers do not record every 
case of corporal punishment, as the law 
directs, and lhat some of them would 
find it impossible to do so and get 
through the subjects on the time 
table. In the public schools re- 
port for 1889 the number of 
cases of corporal punishment reported 
for all the schools in Victoria for the year 
is 50— a number which, I am certain, 
will not, cover the cases of corporal pun- 
ishment in one department for one 
month. Again, Mr. Wayward does ap- 
prove of tho rawhide, though then; is a 
resolution of the board forbidding its 
use. Tho ratepayers will scon have an 
opportunity of expressing their views, 
and 1 leave the whole question in their 
hands.

A. Mara, M. P., is spending a 
good part of his time on the rail between 
Kauiloops and Revelstoke, his interests 
in tho Columbia and Mootenay Naviga- 
tion Co. demanding his frequent atten- 
dance at the latter place. 

We regret to announce tho serious ill- 
ness of S. J. Tuustall, M. L)., who has 
been confined to his room for a number 
of days. A combined attack of conges- 
tion of the lungs and pleurisy is the ail- 
ment. His condition is so low that none 
but nurse and physician are allowed to 
see him. 

On Monday evening a young sou of 
Mr. Bayntun, tonsorial artist, had a nar- 
row escape from drowning. The little 
fellow was playing on the river bank op- 
posite the Cosmopolitan hotel when some 
straw on which ho was standing slipped 
into the river, carrying him along. The 
accident was noticed by a number of peo- 
ple, and Mr. J. Thompson, of Ille'cille- 
waet, jumped in to rescue tho boy, but 
was unable to do so owing to the strong 
current carrying him beyond reach. Mr. 
W. Wood, of Wood & Tuustall, had, in 
tho meantime, taken a position on a boom 
stretching out into the river some thirty- 
yards below the point where the hoy fell 
in, and as tho hut floated down he fished 
him out. The little fellow was almost 
strangled, and a few moments more in the 
water would doubtless have placed his life 
beyond recovery. 

REVELSTOKE NOTES. 

Business is reported as being very quiet 
at present, but thero are good prospects 
for a lively summer trade. 

Considerable activity is noticeable in 
shipping for down tho river ports, the 
steamer Kootenai being heavily laden 
every trip. This boat is giving good 
satisfaction, and is a lino craft through- 
out. 

Tho now steamer Lytton is rapidly 
Hearing completion, and will be ready for 
operation in a 3hort time — probably by 
the 1st of .) une. 

During this week tho encroachment of 
tho river undermined the bank, and a 
large portion of it fell into the river car- 
rying away a considerable section of the 
wagon road leading to the station, and it 
is believed if some adequate protection is 
not soon provided, a much larger portion 
will go the same way. 

COM M ERCI A L PARA GR A PHS. 

The otlicial returns with respect to as- 
sessment life assurance in Canada show 
that the net, amount of insurance in force 
during 1889 was §19,132,4(50 done by 
Canadian companies, against §17,449,00 1 
in 18S8. The American companies 
covered 011,294,050 in 1SS!> and §9,915,- 
750 in 1888, The total income of the 
Canadian companies was §249,352, and 
of the American companies §101,877. 
Tho surplus of income over expondi ure 
by the Canadian companies was §22,511, 
an<l of the American §39,523. 

Tho quantity of wool exported from 
Australia to London was 1,238,679 bales, 
against 1,084,355 in 1884. 

The English company which litis pur- 
chased the lands of the Manitoba North 
Western Railway company propose to cut 
tho land in small homesteads and to loud 
to any settler §500 to enable him to 
work it. 

The proposal of tho Winnipeg Board 
of Trade to form a mutual lire insurance 
company in that city lias had the efi'ect of 
causing a reduction of ten per cent, in 
the premiums on brick blocks, but the 
companies declined to make any con- 
cessions on frame buildings. 

There appears to be a general objec- 
tion among retail merchants throughout 
the Dominion to lay in heavy Btocks. 
Experience has shown tho unwisdom of 
pursuing an opposite course. Much will 
depend upon the travellers whether 
this policy he continued, as some cf them 
have too ready a knack of making retailors 
buy when they know, in their own minds, 
that, their shelves are already too full. 

The London, Eng., Times, in its finan- 
cial article, says: "America is practi- 
cally committed to an open adoption of 
the silver standard at a not very remote 
dato. Tha 1 : is an odd position for ono of 
tho richest nations of the world to oc- 



cupy, but only a currency fanatic will 
allego that it is necessarily bad for 
America, though possibly when tho full 
consequences of tho situation are per- 
ceived Americans uuiy not altogether like 
them. In tho immediate future the 
measure, if passed, will doubtless be pop- 
ular." 

Tho Iron Ago reports a slight increase 
in the production of iron during April. 

In tho British parliament a bill has 
been introduced providing that no person 
shall act as a director of a public com- 
pany unless and until ho shall have tiled 
with the registrar of joint stock com- 
panies a certificate tliat ho is of sound 
mind and competent understanding, and, 
further, that he is well acquainted with 
tho various systems of bookkeeping and 
the method of preparing and auditing the 
accounts of joint stock undertakings. 

A company connected with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has been formed to connect 
with Edmonton, assurances being given 
that within eighteen months the road will 
he built, everything tending to show that 
the difficulties in tiie way are hut few and 
of minor importance.

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QUKBEO SCANDAL. 

Mr. Whelim's Ten Thousand Dollura to Buy 
Ul» the Opposition. 

(From tho Toronto Globo ) 
In view of tho sensation created by tho 
report of tho proceedings in the Wholan- 
Ford case, at Montreal, i n Tuesday after- 
noon, and tlie s\v rn statemout of J. P. 
Whoelan that he paid 810,000 to Mr. B. 
Pacaud, of L'Electour, " to prevent him 
from having his (Whelan's) item struck 
off the otiieiiil list of tho Budget lust ses- 
sion." Mr. Pacaud, oi Quebec, who has 
been unwell and confined to his home for 
several days past, was interviewed on the 
.subject, when the following conversation 
took place : — 

Q. — Are you aware, Mr. Pacaud, of 
what Mr. Whelan has been swearing 
about you in this case with Ford at Mon- 
treal ! 

A. — Yes; I received a letter this morn- 
ing; informing me of Mr. Whelan'B de- 
claration. 1 immediately notitied counsel 
of my extreme anxiety to bo summoned as 
a witness, and i lias been arranged that 1 
shall bo examined. I have also seen tho 
report of Mr. Whelan's evidence and the 
Gazette's comments on me. If you will 
allow me to explain 1 will state under 
what cirouinsUnccs 1 was paid the §10,- 
000. Aa you are aware there was a judg- 
ment by an arbitrator in Mr. jWholan's 
favor and against the Government for a 
sum of over §100,000, balance duo him 
on the Quebec Court House contract. As 
this judgment had been rendered as far 
back as last July, Mr. Whelan was very 
anxious to be paid, and begged me to use 
in}' influence to prevent any further delay 
in tho settlement of his claim. This was 
in the early part of las' session. 1 told 
li i in that I was afraid that the Opposition 
would create a big row, because it was 
within my knowledge that they were 
complaining very bitterly of him ; in the 
first place, because he had put rue in pos- 
session of very compromising documents 
as far as they were concerned, and second- 
ly, because lie had not, paid Uio.n the 
amount which lie had pledged himself to 
furnish them with dining the elections of 
1880. They were consequently threaten- 
ing to prolong the session for another 
month if tho item in the Budget in his 
favor was pressed, and 1 therefore sug- 
gested to him m his own interests the 
propriety of himself settling with the 
Opposition, because I was afraid that if 
the Government found themselves haras- 
sed in such way they might allow tho 
item to stand over until next session, 1 
repeated the same suggestion that very 
day to Mr. Whelan's lawyer, Mr. P. 0. 
Lafontaine, but nothing more was said 
on the subject that day, ami 1 left for 
Quebec. Some few days after 1 returned 
to Montreal, when Mr. Whelan again 
met me, and begged mo to undertake tho 
task of arranging with the Opposition, 
asking me at the same time how much 
they wanted. 1 said 810,000, which he 
agreed to pay, and thereupon we went 
together to the bank, where he drew tho 
money and gave me the amount. 1 re- 
turned to Quebec and handed it, as agreed 
between Mr. Whelan and myself, to tho 
party who was to receive it for the Oppo- 
sition. On the first occasion Mr. Whelan 
told me that ho was not afraid of the Op- 
sit ion, that, they would not dare to oppose 
his claim, but on my return to Montreal 
he told me that lie had cither read or 
heard of questions that were to bo put by 
tho Opposition to the Government about 
his claim, and also that he had leeeived a 
letter from Hon. E. J. Flynn, informing 
him that tho Opposition intended to bring 
the matter before tho House. Not a cent 
of the money went to any of tho Minis- 
ters or any of the Ministerial party. In 
fact not one of them knew a singlo word 
about the transaction. The money went 
to square Mr. Whelan's accounts with his 
old associates of the Opposition. All op- 
position to tho item ceased from the very 
moment the money was paid, and if you 
will refer to the official Votes and Pro- 
ceedings of the House you will notice 
that the questions put on tho paper by 
< Opposition members for the purpose of 
embarrassing the (Jovernmeut in tliis con- 
nection were allowed to stand from day to 
day until dropped, and that the item fin- 
ally passed through Committee and the 
House without a vote being asked for. hi 
fact, tho arrangement under which the 
money was paid to them was faithfully 
carried out by the Opposition. Mr. I 
Pacaud stated that he would not have 
acted as a go-between for Mr. Whelan | 
with the Opposition in the matter had 
there been any doubt about the legitimacy 
of his claim. On that head there could 
bo no dispute. There was a judgment 
against the Government, and he (Mr. 
Pacaud) therefore saw no wrong in help- 
ing to remove the obstacles in Mr. Whel- 
an's way towards a settlement, especially 
as in doing so he was also helping to 
shorten a session which the Opposition 
wore threatening to needlessly prolong on 
account of this very item. 

MR. whelan's DENIAL. 
"That story of Mr. Ernest Pacaud 's 
about the §10,000 he received fiom me 
being meant for the members of the Op- 
position is manufactured out of tho whole 
cloth," said Mr. Mr. J. P. Whelan, in- 
dignantly, to a Montreal Gazette reporter. 
" 1 deny that 1 ever, directly or indirect 
ly, gave him to understand that any part 
Ot the money was to be paid to the Op- 
position, and 1 never expected that any 
part of tho money was intended to be 
spent in this way. I was informed dis 
tiuctly that unless I paid the §10,000 my 
item would be struck out, and that was 
the only reason why I paid the money." 

"The item could not have been struck 
out except by the ministers?" queried the 
reporter. 

" Certainly not," replied Mr. Whelan 
significantly.

II* Completes the Circle of the Globe in <>" 
Hays, 18 Hours, 2 Minutes and 
i)5 Seconds. 

Precisely at scvon o'clock on Saturday 
night, George Francis Train reached Ta 
coma and toed the brass plate in front of 
the Ledger oilice, the point from which he 
started on March ISth, completing his 
journey round the world in 07 days, 13 
hours, 2 minutes and 55 seconds. Train 
was accompanied by his secretary, S. W. 
Wall, and when the train bearing tho 
truvelers entered the Tacoma station, the 
crowd was so dense that it wus with diili- 
culty the travelers could mako their way to 
the waiting carriages. The rear ear in 
which Train could be seen from the window 
was at ouco surrounded by tho multitude, 
all eager for a closer glimpse. 

Train was clad entirely in white. lint, 
shirt, tio, trousers and shoes were of snowy 
whiteness, the only colored article of wear- 
ing apparel being bis black stockings, 
which showed above the tops of his shoes, 
and a brilliant red sash knotted about his 
waist. A gorgeous bouquet protruded from 
the upper left-hand pocket, of bis coat, and 
a top of ti red Turkish fez with a long tas- 
sel peeped from one of the lower pockets. The 
hat was a wonderfully and fearfully con- 
structed affair which the Citizen purchased 
in China, i.1 was two stories high with a 
small cupola on top and with the inscrip- 
tion, " George Francis Train around t lie 
world in sixty days," printed in black let- 
ters on the forward end of the lower deck. 
The appearance of the brain cover wus such 
that a small boy near the platform, couldn't 
resist the temptation to sing out, " Where 
did you got that hat ? " 

Just before the train pulled out, Train 
made a dive at a little chihl and, pulling a 
coral necklace from liiu pocket, he tied it 
about the little one's neck.

Keep it in 
remembrance of your friend.'' 

The run from Chehalis to Tacoma was one 
continuous ovation to the traveller, who 
livided the honors with his New York 
guests.
